

'Missed opportunity' 


IN LIGHT of two planning applications sub¬ 
mitted for housing developments in the town, 
Future Bridport members are voicing their 
concerns over Bridport’s need for affordable 
housing. 
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Controversial plans for 760 homes at Vearse Farm, 
with 35 per cent affordable housing, and the resub¬ 
mitted Court House application for 22 retirement flats 
at Mountfield, are just two applications causing con¬ 
cern in the town. 

Churchill Retirement Living’s application to turn 
Bridport’s former magistrates’ court into retirement 
flats was refused earlier this year but was resubmit¬ 
ted. 

And Ian Harvey, a member of Future Bridport who 
also sits on the neighbourhood plan steering group, 
has reiterated his views that this is a ‘missed oppor¬ 
tunity’ for affordable homes. 

He said: “I have the same objections to this submis¬ 
sion by Churchill as I did for the first and I don’t un¬ 
derstand how the commuted sum [a sum of money 
given by a developer in lieu of building affordable 
homes] of £171,000 can help much with low cost 
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for affordable homes 


housing. It is a missed opportunity to supply low cost 
homes for the young people in this town.” 

“If we are not going to have affordable housing, then 
we are desperately in need of parking in town and 
WDDC have allowed spaces to be removed by this 
development. 

“What about putting a multi-story carpark on the site 
instead of wasting it on more open market retirement 
flats of which we have lots for sale in the estate agents 
already?” 

Proposals for nearly 800 homes at Vearse Farm on 
the edge of the town from Hallam Land Management, 
which has been accepted in the West Dorset, Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Local Plan, have also been met 
with numerous objections from local residents. 

Members of Future Bridport have collected around 
600 signatures in support of the large-scale develop¬ 
ment from people living and working in the town. 

And Mr Harvey is urging the town to recognise the 
need for more affordable homes and business units to 
keep young people working and living in Bridport. 

He added: “We are very pleased it has been ac¬ 
cepted, we now have the opportunity to work along- 
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side Hallam to help form the outcome of the site. 

“We are quite happy to help Hallam form what is 
desperately needed for the area, which is an industrial 
site for small businesses and businesses that need to 
grow, and we aim to get as much affordable housing 
on the site as possible. 

“We need to try and make sure there will be houses 
which are within grasp of local wages, it can’t be

Tweetathon event highlights 
a typical day for Dorset Police 


THE variety of requests 
that Dorset Police re¬ 
ceive each day were 
highlighted for every¬ 
one to see when the 
force held a live 24- 
hourTweetathon. 

The @dorsetpolice 
Twitter account 

tweeted basic details of 
every enquiry and issue 
received via 999, 101, 
online contact, enquiry 
offices and matters re¬ 
ferred by partner agen¬ 
cies, on Friday, 
November 20th from 
9am. 


The event - which is 
part of Dorset Police's 
'Your Dorset. Your Po¬ 
lice. Your View' cam¬ 
paign and, this month, 
is focusing on local 
policing and public 
contact methods - 
gave the public an in¬ 
sight into the diverse 
range of incidents at¬ 
tended by officer as 
well as the volume of 
calls. 

During this 24-hour 
period, 1,364 issues 
were directed through 
the force command 



centre, including 338 
calls to 999,943 calls to 
101, 43 reports 

through enquiry of¬ 
fices, 28 reports or re¬ 
quests from partner 
agencies, 10 reports by 
officer radios and two 
email enquiries. 

Around 700 other 
calls were assessed and 
redirected to partners 
or officers dealing with 
cases, without the in¬ 
volvement of call han¬ 
dlers. 

The event reached 
more than 1.4million 
people online across 
Dorset, the UK and fur¬ 
ther afield with many 
sharing their opinions 
and questioned why 
police were contacted 
for minor issues not in¬ 
volving crime or safety. 

Some of the most 
memorable calls re¬ 
ceived included one 


999 caller being un¬ 
happy as a take away 
delivery driver didn't 
have any change, a 
caller from Massachu¬ 
setts reporting a road 
traffic collision in the 
USA, a caller rang 999 
to ask what the non¬ 
emergency number 
was and one caller 
claiming they had lost 
their friend in the pub. 

In addition, the force 
also received hundreds 
of reports of more seri¬ 
ous matters, including 
sexual assaults, fights, 
missing people, con¬ 
cerns for vulnerable 
people and support re¬ 
quests from ambu¬ 
lance colleagues. 

Assistant chief con¬ 
stable David Lewis said: 
"We have received a 
great response from 
the Tweetathon with 
over 400 questions or 


comments received 
from members of the 
public. 

"The event show¬ 
cased a typical Friday 
for Dorset Police and 
highlighted the varied 
work that our officers 
and staff carry out 
across the county. 

"I hope it has pro¬ 
vided the public with 
an insight into the di¬ 
verse range of inci¬ 
dents, crimes and 
issues we deal with to 
keep our communities 
safe, as well as educat¬ 
ing Dorset about the 
appropriate use of our 
emergency and alter¬ 
native contact meth¬ 
ods."

AS reported in the View From last 
week, BridportTown Council are to 
submit a planning application to 
use the showground at Askers 
Meadows as a temporary car park 
to alleviate some of the car parking 
problems from which the town cur¬ 
rently suffers. 

As the town's surveyor Daryl 
Chambers suggests this would only 
be used for major events, and in¬ 
deed because it is on grass could 
only be used when the weather was 
appropriate. 

The main problem of course is 
that entry and exit is on to a major 
trunk road, the A35, but neverthe¬ 
less a good possible solution in the 
short term. 

At the other end of town is Vearse 
Farm where West Dorset District 
Council is trying to load most of the 
area's new housing project into one 
town instead of spreading it across 
the district. 

It is suggested that the proposed 
760 new homes is going to produce 
a host of problems for Bridport's in¬ 
frastructure including transport, a 
new school and all the other facili¬ 
ties needed to support such a com¬ 
plex. 

Along the bottom of the desig¬ 


nated area is a flood plain which 
will need special attention to en¬ 
sure any dwellings are safe from 
flooding. 

Assuming that the plans will be 
pushed through to develop the 
land regardless, the objector's main 
concern is the number of houses 
being built. 

So what about solving both prob¬ 
lems in one go? 

As a compromise, how about re¬ 
ducing the number of houses and 
build a permanent public car park 
on the flood plain? 

Will this not be cheaper than hav¬ 
ing to build flood defences for the 
houses on the lower level; if the 
land is flooded temporarily during 
bad weather, is that a problem? 

Access will be much easier and 
not straight on to a major road, and 
the walk to town is no further than 
from Askers Meadow. 

It will also reduce the number of 
houses built, thus alleviating some 
of the infrastructure problems. 

Is it not that easy to work out?

guaranteed but that is the 
aim. If we are not in¬ 
volved with the process 
of the master plan how 
do local people expect to 
get what they need and 
want? 

“Some of the industrial 
site proposed at Vearse 


Farm needs to be for 
small incubator busi¬ 
nesses that they can rent 
for two to three years at 
a discounted rate, a place 
they can start off. There 
should be larger plots for 
private ownership that 
our larger businesses can 
grow into. I know three 
local businesses that 
want to expand but there 
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Magna Housing 
Group 


is nowhere for them to 
grow. 

“It is not unrealistic to 
understand that the infra¬ 
structure has to change or 
be upgraded to cope with 
such a large develop¬ 
ment. 

“With the amount of 
houses being built on 
Vearse, it will automati¬ 
cally trigger the need for 
a one-form entry primary 
school to be built on that 
site and the 60-bed nurs¬ 
ing home proposed 
would be a replacement 
for Sydney Gale House. 
All the information can 
be found on the WDDC 
website in the local plan. 

“As a group, we want 
any future development 
to actually build 35 per 
cent affordable housing 
on site and not to have 
the option of using the 
loopholes that are com¬ 
muted sums - the sums 
are never enough to pay 
for what we need, and 
they never seem to get 
spent where they are 
needed. 

“If a developer tries to 
say the site is not viable 
with the inclusion of its 
35 per cent affordable 
then the whole site 
should not be built. They 
will just have to find a 
way to get them on.” 

The group also agree 
with Bridport Town 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee on access to the 
site - which they dis¬ 
cussed at a special plans 
meeting earlier this 
month and refused the 
developers access plans - 


that the site should have 
three access points and a 
roundabout should be in¬ 
stalled at the Miles Cross 
junction. 

It was also agreed that 
a master plan should 
have been developed be¬ 
fore a planning applica¬ 
tion was submitted. 

Mr Harvey added: “We 
would like Hallam to 
produce a master plan in 
conjunction with the 
other owners of the land 
at Vearse. 

“We feel the master 
plan should include the 
piece of land at the bot¬ 
tom right of the allocated 
site layout, which is in 


the local plan (this abuts 
dark lane). 

“There are concerns 
that if 760 houses go on 
the Hallam site at Vearse 
Farm, then 200 more 
could be built there by a 
different developer, so it 
should be included. 

“This would also allow 
better pedestrian and 
cycle access to the 
leisure centre and town. 

“We urge people to ac¬ 
cept that Vearse Farm is 
happening and start 
looking at the positives. 

“Let’s help shape the 
development and get 
what is needed for our 
area.”

Volunteers needed for 
West Bay coastguard 


MEMBERS of the West Bay 
coastguard team are looking for 
local people to join them and 
volunteer as coastguard rescue 
officers. 

The team will be at Bridport 
Arts Centre on Wednesday, De¬ 
cember 2nd from 8.30am for 
anyone interested in finding out 
more. 

A spokesperson for West Bay 
coastguard said: “Volunteer 
coastguard rescue officers come 
from all walks of life. 

“They are people who have 
chosen to serve their communi¬ 
ties and the public by giving 
their time, skills and effort will¬ 
ingly and without salary. We 
value this commitment and con¬ 
tribution very highly. 

“Coastguard rescue officers 
can be called out by the Mar¬ 
itime Rescue Co-ordination Cen¬ 
tre at any time of the day or night 
and in all weathers to respond to 


incidents and emergencies.” 

The team are looking for vol¬ 
unteers aged between 18 and 65 
who have a full driving licence 
and live or work within 20 min¬ 
utes travel time of the West Bay 
rescue station in George Street. 

The spokesperson added: “Ap¬ 
plicants will need to be reason¬ 
ably fit and have a good standard 
of general health, strong commu¬ 
nication skills are needed, you 
have to be emotionally stable 
and resilient and able to deal 
with difficult conditions and sit¬ 
uations. 

“You must be able to maintain 
a disciplined, calm approach, 
often under pressure, and be ef¬ 
fective team members. You 
should be aware that being a vol¬ 
unteer coastguard rescue officer 
could be disruptive to family life. 

“You don’t need to have any 
particular experience, but if you 
have previously worked in a 


team, or have an interest in the 
sea or the coast, that’s great. 

“HM Coastguard will give you 
full training and regular training 
opportunities so that you are able 
to carry out your emergency re¬ 
sponse duties safely and compe¬ 
tently.” 

Training will include first aid, 
map work, search techniques, 
communications, and possibly 
rope rescue and mud rescue. 

Activities of a volunteer coast¬ 
guard rescue officer can be phys¬ 
ically demanding, such as 
carrying heavy equipment to res¬ 
cue sites or participating in ex¬ 
tended search operations in foul 
weather conditions. 

Those wanting to volunteer 
will be required to undergo 
health and fitness tests and meet 
hearing and eyesight standards, 
the cost of which will be cov¬ 
ered.

Iconic Broadchurch location could be demolished 


AN ICONIC local chalet made fa¬ 
mous by the award-winning televi¬ 
sion drama series Broadchurch could 
be demolished, writes LOTTIE 
WELCH. 

Symonds and Sampsons have sub¬ 
mitted an application, on behalf of 
the owner, to West Dorset District 
Council to knock down the cliff-top 
hut in Eype Beach car park and build 


a replica further inland due to fears 
the cliff could erode and the chalet 
fall into the sea. 

The chalet, which was built in 
1911, was used as the setting for 
Danny Latimer’s death in the first se¬ 
ries of Broadchurch, which is written 
by Bridport writer Chris Chibnall, 
and also featured heavily in the sec¬ 
ond series. 


It was also used as a lookout over 
Lyme Bay during the Second World 
War. 

The owners want to re-position the 
hut further in to the rear of the car 
park to “ensure the long term viabil¬ 
ity of the chalet”. 

Edward Dyke, partner at Symonds 
and Sampsons, said: “Over the years 
the cliff face has been eroded and the 


current owners have seen the gradual 
and relentless reduction in the dis¬ 
tance [to the edge], now over half of 
what it was when they acquired it in 
1961. 

“The building now sits less than 
five metres from the closest edge and 
with the extremes of weather, a deci¬ 
sion has been made to seek to move 
it further inland onto lower and safer 
ground. 

“The owners are most anxious not 
to do anything to change the appear¬ 
ance or the atmosphere created by 
this iconic building so the selected 
location remains as high as possible 
whilst causing minimum inconven¬ 
ience to the neighbourhood. 

“The new building will be a replica 
of the current design and shape 
though it has been accepted new ma¬ 
terials and modem foundations will 
need to be used to create a sound 
project for the future.” 

Symondsbury Parish Council have 
objected to planning permission due 
to the new location of the chalet 
reducing the number of car parking 
spaces and the obstruction of a 
footpath which runs through the car 
park. 

Dorset County Council’s coast and 
countryside team have also asked 
that if planning permission is 
granted, a two metre route must be 
left between the fence and develop¬ 
ment to allow unhindered access to 
the footpath and that no gates should 
be installed across the footpath.

Renewable energy: targets NOT met 


■ IN HIS letter to you last week 
about solar farms, G Southworth 
of Beaminster says there is no 
compelling reason to allow these 
developments “as Government 
has confirmed that the 2020 target 
for renewable energy has already 
been met.”

■ IT WOULD be interesting to know on 
what evidence Bridport Town Councillor 
Julian Jones bases his belief that the pro¬ 
posed Vearse Farm project will NOT tip 
the town into traffic chaos and conges¬ 
tion. 

Data supplied by Hallam (the develop¬ 
ers) in the planning application clearly 
shows that traffic at important junctions 
in the town centre will be at or beyond 
the accepted flow levels. 

The situation at North Allington / 
B3162 junction will be so bad that the 
developer proposes to reduce the width 
of the pavement in order to increase traf¬ 
fic flow, furthermore at the West Alling¬ 
ton branch of the same roundabout 
traffic will increase by average 36.5 per 
cent or in absolute terms 301 vehicles 
per hour at peak times according to Hal- 
lam's own figures. 

A recent count of peak two-way traffic 
at a point between the two proposed ac¬ 
cess routes gave an average of 452 vehi¬ 
cles per hour. According to the 
developer an average of 577 vehicles per 
hour will enter/exit the Vearse Farm site 
- more than half to/from the town centre. 
The proposal will not encourage sustain¬ 


able transport, much of it will be at least 
20 minutes walk from the town centre 
and cyclists will be deterred from riding 
into town because of the steep topogra¬ 
phy of the site and poor cycle access into 
town along existing roads. 

As for the reference to parking chaos, 
one has to ask where the residents who 
reject sustainability will leave their cars 
during the many busy periods / seasons 
in the town centre. One only has to ask 
why a planning application for a tempo¬ 
rary car park at Askers Meadow is neces¬ 
sary if car park capacity is not a concern 
for our local council. 

With regard to the Strategic Road Net¬ 
work, Highways England has given 17 
reasons for Vearse Farm Plan deferment 
for a period of six months. However 
Dorset County Council, responsible for 
roads in Bridport town, have yet to com¬ 
ment, is it possible that, like many resi¬ 
dents, they too have concerns about 
chaos and congestion?

How safe is your child's car seat?

BABYGEAR recently carried out a survey on the safety 
of children's car seats. We found all car seats we 
checked to be suitable for the car they were in, but 
over 80% were either too loose or parents had not 
adjusted the harness properly to accommodate the 
growth of the child.

Surveys (including those done by the AA and car 
seat manufacturer Britax) show that over 60-80% of 
car seats tested in cars are unsafe.They can be wrong 
for the car, wrong for the child, or incorrectly fitted 
and this is more common with those purchased on 
line. With Christmas approaching and icy roads 
imminent, Babygear are offering a free check every 
afternoon during the first week of December from 2- 
5pm.

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Six out of ten motorists support raising the 
driving age to 18, according to a new survey 


SIX OUT often motorists back raising the driving age 
from 17 tol 8 - to save lives on Britain's roads, accord¬ 
ing to new survey. 

And 76% of drivers support the introduction of 12- 
month probationary licences for all teenagers who 
have passed their test. 

A further 62% of people believe young drivers 
should have to display a green P - probationary - plate 
as a warning to other road users. 

Less popular were night-time curfews for teenagers. 
Just 34% supported new measures preventing young 
drivers from driving between 10pm and 5am unless 
a passengers aged over 30 was in the car. 

The results were revealed in a new survey of 1,000 
motorists by the road safety company SmartWitness, 
which makes Britain's most popular dash-cams. 

It found that 67% of motorists support tougher 
rules for drivers aged 17-19. 

One popular measure - supported by 63% of drivers 
- was making the ages of 17-18 a learner year. Young 
people would be able to learn to drive under super¬ 
vision but could not take their test till they were 18. 

A year's probation for all drivers aged between 17 
and 19 was supported by 64% of those polled. 

Seven out often motorists (72%) support an imme¬ 
diate road ban for any teenager caught speeding. 

Department for Transport statistics show that 
nearly one in eight (11.9%) of all road casualties are 
hurt or killed in collisions involving a car driver aged 
17 to 19 - despite the fact that this age group makes 
up only 1.5 per cent of licensed drivers. 

And a fifth of deaths on British roads involve drivers 
aged 17-24. 

Around 20% of SmartWitness sales to private driv¬ 
ers are cameras for parents who want to monitor 
their teenage children's driving when they are not in 
the car. 

SmartWitness chief executive Paul Singh said: "It is 
sad fact that young motorists drive around 5% of 
all the miles driven in Britain but are involved in 
about 20% of the crashes where someone is killed or 


seriously injured. 

"It is clear there is overwhelming support 
for tougher laws governing young drivers." 

"At SmartWitness we are committed 
to improving safety for young drivers 
and helping to give parents' peace of 
mind when their teenage children are 
behind the wheel. 

"They can check on the footage when 
their children have been out in the car 
on their own to make sure they are driv¬ 
ing responsibly." 

Sales of SmartWitness cameras have 


shot by 30% in the last two years as 
more motorists use the technology to 
guard against cash-for-crash fraudsters 
and to improve their driving standards. 

Most countries in Europe have a 
minimum driving age of 18 but the 
limit has been 17 in the UK since the 
driving test was introduced 80 years 
ago in 1935. 

Statistics show that road accidents 
remain the biggest killer of young peo¬ 
ple in the UK, higher than both alcohol 
and drugs.
